Artist’s Statement 


Traditional printmaking involves the production of a matrix containing 
the formal information for an image which is then used to produce an 
edition of exact duplicates. Monotypes, on the other hand, involve 
the manipulation of ink on a surface and its subsequent transfer to 
a piece of paper to produce a unique image. My work combines elements 
of both the traditional intaglio and monotype methods. Portions of 
my plates contain etched information which establishes a consistent 
formal repetition throughout the entire edition. In this particular 
case, two zink plates were used, each containing one wire and group 
of birds. The center print was made by the use of both plates while 
the prints on either side only include the information from one 
plate. All the other formal relationships (line, shape, value) were 
established through process (monotype, offset). After the first 
print is made the ink which remains on the surface of the plate 
(cognate image) becomes the basis for the next print in the series. 

In this manner formal relationships are established among images 
in a series 

Because the processes I use to generate my imagery contain an ele¬ 
ment of chance, discovery and surprise and the forms produced have 
an immediate, spontaneous, ephemeral quality they relate conceptually 
to my subject matter which deals with the observation of nature. 

Thus, form and process become a part of content.
